There is a thought in the beginning 
of this message that has been revolv- 
ing in my mind for some time. I had 
dismissed it from my mind because 
I was afraid some did not bear with 
me in my views; but I shall touch up- 
on it regardless of whether anyone 
agrees with me or not. 

First, I will read two verses of 
Scripture that will be found in the 
Gospel of St. Luke, chapter 13, verses 
34 and 35: “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
which killest the prophets, and ston- 
est them that are sent unto thee: how 
often would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, as a hen doth gather 
her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not. Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate; and verily I say 
unto you, Ye shall not see me, until 
the time come when ye _ shall say, 
Blessed is he that eometh in the name 
of the Lord.” 

That was exclaimed by the Lord Je. 
sus Christ Himself, as He stood out 
yonder and looked over that great city 
of Jerusalem, the city wherein God 
had chosen to place His name. That 
35th verse says: “Behold, your house 
is left unto you desolate, and verily 
I say unto you, Ye shall not see me, 
until the time come when ye shall 
say, Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.” The thing was 
finished. God had dealt with Jerusa- 
lem, with Israel and with Judea for 
centuries and centuries but now, as It 
was spoken by the apostle, “But when 
the fulness of the time was come, God 
sent forth his son.” God sent Him in 
the flesh and He spake these words 
about Jerusalem because they would 
not hear Him and they fulfilled the 
words as written: “He came unto His 
own but they received Him not but 
as many as received Him, gave He 
power to become the sons of God. 
And we see that Paul spake almost 
the same words when he said: “But 
seeing ye put it from you, and judge 
yourselves unworthy of everlasting 
life, Lo, we turn to the Gentiles.” 

Jesus pronounced this terrible cx 
lamity that should befall Jerusalem, 
Judea and Israel when He saia: 
“Your house is left unto you desolate, 
and verily I say unto you, Ye shall 
not see me, until the time come when 
ye shall say, Blessed is he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” This was 
unchangeable and stamped down for 
all time to come and forever. 

Another scripture that I want to 
bring will be found in Hosea, chapter 
5, verse 15: “I will go, and return to 
my place, till they acknowledge their 
offence, and seek my face; in their 
affliction they will seek me early.” 





What more could this scripture mean 
than the same prophecy concerning 
Israel, Jerusalem and Judea? And, in 
fact, in reading this over, I am sure 
we will find it to mean the same.

Blessed is He That Com- 
eth in the Name of 
the Lord 


(Continued from page one) 





The sun shall be turned into darkness 
and the moon into blood, before the 
great and the terrible day of the Lord 
come. And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be delivered; for In 
Mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall be 


deliverance, as the Lord hath said, 
and in the remnant whom the Lord 
shall call!” 


Now, in this reading, I want to cal: 
to your mind the remnant whom the 
Lord shall call. Isaiah said that if it 
had not been that God left us a small 
remnant, we should have been like 
Sodom and Gomorrah. Now I will read 
Micah 5:7 “And the remnant of Jacob 
shall be in the midst of many people 
as a dew from the Lord, as the show- 
ers upon the grass, that tarrieth not 
for man, nor waiteth for the sons of 
man.” Now, we see that the Jew (or 
Israel) in the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, was driven to the four winds of 
the earth and they were taken cap- 
tive and sold as bond-slaves to other 
countries. God scattered them througn 
all nations. 

These verses say: “The sun shall be 
turned into darkness, and the moon 
into blood, before the great and the 
terrible day of the Lord come, And it 
shall be delivered.” 

Let us get down to the part where 
we see other things are to take place 
when the Lord begins to gather His 

ple from all nations where they 
have been scattered. Just a word here 
to show that this is about the time 
when the Lord shall come. Some folks 
do not believe that Jesus is coming 
again and when we talk about it they 
sneer and turn away but “What ir 
some do not believe? Shall their un- 
belief make the faith of God withour 
effect? God forbid yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar.” For every jot 
and tittle that the prophets spoke will 
be fulfilled to the letter and it is go- 
ing to take place just like He said it 
would. And He will come to the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with 
them there for my people and for my 
heritage Israel.” The best thing that I 
could find about this thought of Je- 
hoshaphat is that the valley of Jehos- 
haphat is located somewhere about 
ten or fifteen miles east of Jerusalem 
or the valley is perhaps between Jeru 
salem and the Mount of Olives and 
there is where God is going to gather 
His people out of all nations and there 
is where rich and poor will gather, 
the servant, and the proud nations will 
fall down and worship at the feet of 
despised Jews.

There 
is where the haughty king is going to 
have to bow down and _ worship the 
Living God and it will be unto him as 
it was in our lesson this morning: 
“That servant that knew His Lord’s 
will and prepared not himself shall 
be cut in sunder and given his punisn- 
ment with the unbelievers.” 





Now, as to the remnant, there are 
two—one is naturai Israel and there 
is another remnant. In order to get 
into this and get it before your minds 
as I would like to, I will have to go 
back and draw your attention again 
to the words of Jesus: “O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, as a 


hen doth gather her brood under her ; 


wings, and ye would not.” And in 
Micah 5:3 we read: “Therefore will 
he give them up, until the time that 
she which travaileth hath brought 
forth: then the remnant of his breth- 
ren shall return unto the children of 
Israel.” There has been a thought that 
has troubled me especially ever since 
I have been added to the Church o1 
God but God has made this plain to 
me and I will tell you what it is. Now, 
He was going to give them up, and if 
I had read more, we would have found 
that he was talking about giving Is- 
rael up and it was to be “until the 
time that she which travaileth hath 
brought forth.” The question is, Where 
and who is she that travaileth and 
brings forth? If I had read all I 
thought I would, I could have made 
this plainer. I will leave off part of it 
but I want to get this for you: 

Revelation 12:1-5, “And there ap- 
peared a great wonder in Heaven; a 
woman clothed with the sun and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her 
head a crown of twelve stars: And 
she being with child cried, travailing 
in birth, and pained to be delivered. 
And there appeared another wonder 
in heaven; and behold a great red 
dragon, having seven heads and ten 
horns, and seven crowns upon his 
heads. And his tail drew the third 
part of the stars of heaven, and did 
cast them to the earth; and the dra- 
gon stood before the woman  whicn 
was ready to be delivered, for to de- 
vour her child as soon as it was born. 
And she brought forth a man child, 
who was to rule all nations with « 
rod of iron, and her child was caught 
up unto God, and to his throne.” Now 
beloved, we find that He would show 
signs and wonders in the heavens 
above and the earth beneath before 
the great and notable day of the Lora. 
This wonder appeared to John in the 
heavens and he saw this woman in 
pain. She brought forth and the child 
was caught up unto God and the wo- 
man fled into the wilderness where 
she was fed for a thousand two hun- 
dred and three score days. 

15th verse: “And the serpent cast 
out of his mouth water as a flood af- 
ter the woman, that he might cause 
her to be carried away of the flood.” 
I want to declare unto you that the 
woman that John saw represents the 
Church of the Living God. We earnest- 
ly expect that groaning that the apos- 
tle was takxing about. We do groan 
that we should be colthed upon from 
above. The redemption of our bodies 
is the rapture in the sky when we 
shall meet Christ our King and it is 
written that “They that overcome 
shall walk with me in white and rule 
the nations with a rod of iron.” Be- 
loved, Jesus is not the only one who 
is going to rule but the Bride is go- 
ing to reign with Jesus for one thou- 
sand years. Already the dragon fights 
with the woman’s seed.

out His Spirit on all flesh, both men 
and women as told in Acts 2. 

People say God has no respect of

There is too much reproach 
to this kind of doctrine, yet it is Bible 
doctrine. When the world sees you 
manifesting the Spirit as in 1 Cor.

They will call you 
crazy, ignorant, and anything but 
something nice. No, this doctrine will 
never be popular. 

God set the spiritual gifts in the 
chureh and who shall say they don’t 
belong there? He said to desire spirit- 
ual gifts and forbid not to speak In 
tongues. They are to profit withal. 
The gifts of the Spirit working thru 
the people are the body of Christ, as 
explained in 1 Cor. 12. I am afraid if 
you don’t believe in the gifts, you are 
not in the body that Christ is the head 
of. 

You say, O yes, tongues, healing and 
miracles were all right in the early 
church but now we have a more excel- 
lent way. Now there is faith, hope, 
and chairty. True charity is the basis 
of Christian perfection and was never 
a greater factor in a Christian’s life. 
You say tongues halve ceased, proph- 
ecy has ceased, and knowledge vanish- 
ed away? We have the Word of God 
to direct us. The Word says, Follow 
after charity, and desire spiritua: 
gifts. Yes, charity is greater than all. 
If you have that why not desire some 
of the lesser gifts since you have the 
greater? 

Let us be reasonable. The Bible 
doesn’t say tongues have ceased 
prophecies or knowledge have vanish- 
ed away. It does say the Holy Ghost 
will abide forever. Now do you sup 
pose if the Holy Ghost still abides the 
things He came to do will cease? Sure- 
ly not. Then you ask, Who receive 
the Holy Ghost? Believers, those whu 
obey God. Acts 5:32. You say, I obey- 
ed Him and received the Holy Ghost 
at baptism. Then I ask you, Have you 
only been baptized in water? or have 
you really been baptized unto Christ’s 
death, buried with Him away from the 
world, crucified the old man of sinrt 
Alive to Christ, dead to sin, that 1s 
really baptism in Christ. A death, bur- 
ial and a resurrection, dead to sin, 
buried, put away from the world, and 
resurrected to a new life in Christ.
